And 
it is also true that the female 
Chinese wears trousers exactly like 
those you and I wear.

CROWNED 


BY HOWARD ANGUS, 


OB WEAVER had a day off yes- 
terday. So he sat in the loung- 
ing-room of the L.A.A.C. with 

his legs crossed and told the story 
of how he became the “Firebrand 
of the A. A. U.“ —a story that began 
with a westerner rising to make a 
fight against a diving girl being de- 
clared a professional and that ended 
im a revolt against the New York 
control of the famous organization, 


the busting of the dictatorship of 
Justice Weeks and the western be- 
coming the “uncrowned king.“ 

Weaver went back to New York 
with the avowed purpose of seeing 
that Alleen Allen did not lose her 
national diving championship by be- 
ing declared a professional. Today 
the “Alleen Allen” case is most 
famous in the history of the AA. U. 
and the diver is still an amateur and 
champion. She has only one person 
to thank—Weaver. Single-handed 
and alone, he made the A.A.U. back- 
water. 

“AILEEN ALLEN CASE.” 

The facts in the case are these: 
Before the A.A.U. recognized wom- 
en as members, Alleen Allen joined 
a troupe of girl divers and toured 
for two weeks on the Pantages cir- 
cuit. At that time there was no such 
ching as an amateur swimmer. Two 
years ago the A.A.U. decided to take 
women under its protecting wing. 
Alleen Allen applied for member- 
ship, frankly admitting the tour. 

Her application was accepted. The 
local branch of the A.A.U. decided 
that tnasmuch as the A.A.U. had 
no amateur law governing. women 
swimmers at the time Alleen Allen 
tured in vaudeville, that it 
not go back any farther than the 
law itself and that as long as Aileen 
Allen walked the straight and nar- 
row amateur path from that time 
she was o.k. It would be unfair to 
pass a law today, making it a crime 
te kill cows and then send a butcher 
to the penitentiaary because he 
killed one yesterday—a day before 
the act was a crime. 80 the local 
branch decided that it would be un- 
fair to punish a woman for an act 
which was not an XA. U. crime when 
shé committed it. 

When Aileen Allen won the diving 
championship, she was immediately 
protested by the northwestern branch 
of the UV. 

Weaver went East to find those in 
control dead set on declaring the 
champion a professional. “Once a 
professional, always a professional” 
was the expression that met him on 


FIGHT BEGINS. 

The first first came up in the 
National Registration Committee, of 
which Weaver was a member. For 
four hours he fought there and the 
committee broke up by voting her a 
professional. 

Weaver then carried the fight to 
the floor of the A.A.U. convention. 
When the new amateur rule was 
proposed, he immediately offered an 
amendment, which read that the rule 
would only be applicable to women 
from the time they were admitted. 

It had the effect of a bombshell. 
Justice Weeks was on his feet. Presi- 
dent Turner was rapping for order. 
Weaver talked on. Then Justice 
Weeks answered him. Then some 
other New Yorker took a filing at 
Weaver. Finally Justice Weeks de- 
feated the amendment after a four 
hours’ fight by finding that, accord- 
ing to the A. A. U. rules, an amend- 
ment had to be proposed six weeks 
before the convention. 

Bet that only delayed the matter. 


ter came up for settlement, Weaver 
was on his feet. He explained all. 
the details of the case and Justice 
Weeks flung back, “Once a profes- 
gional, always a professional.” 
President Turner refused to hear 
anybody but Weeks. Weaver kept 
calling wildly for question. Every 
technica] point of order that Justice 
Weeks could avail himself of he 
used. President Turner refused to 
allow the question to come to a vote. 
Gradually one by one of the dele- 
gates were sidling to Weaver's side. 
They were angered by the unfair at- 
titude adopted by the president. 
But Weaver saw that it would be 
impossible to win. In the general 


could, 


only the delegates present voted. 
Justice Weeks with the ex-presi- 
dents, affiliated associations and the 
New York delegates had enough to 
‘win if every other delegate voted 
against him. | 

Justice Weeks was greedy and 
wanted a complete victory. So the 
argument went on with Weaver yell- 
ing question at the top of his voice. 
Finally at 8 o'clock, with everybody 
tired, Weaver was foxy enough to 
have Ahe matter turned over to the 
body of governors, In that meeting 
the ex-presidents only had one vote 
all together. The affiliated associa- 
tions had only one and every asso- 
ciation had its full number wheth- 
er present or not. That meant that 
New York had its nine votes, but it 
meant also that, although Weaver 
was the only Southern Californian, 
he had three votes. So had Hono- 
lulu and San Francisco and all the 
rest. 

The whole case was threshed out 
again, Justice Weeks was frightene@ 
by this time. He pled on the faith 
of his thirty years of service for the 
delegates to stand dy him and not 
to side with the unknown westerner. 
He would not let Turner put the 
question to a vote. Finally Weaver 
got the floor and made a speech for 
fair play. He asked that the mat- 
ter be put toa vote. He pointed out 
the attempt that was being made to 
trick him out of a decision. He 
showed how New York had always 
controlled the AA. U. and was now 
trying to make the other A.A.U. 
delegates swallow something they 
did not believe. The vote was called. 

The nine New York votes were fpr 
declaring Alleen Allen a profession- 
al. All the ex-presidents and ex-sec- 


cast their two votes the 
samegway. So did the three affiliated 
associations. They were nothing but 
Weeks’s tools. That gave Justice 
Weeks fourteen votes. The four New 
England votes sided with Weaver. 
Two of the six Pennsylvania votes 
were against him. But every other 
delegate voted for Weaver and 
Aileen Allen being an amateur. The 
vote stood 27 to 16. Justice Weeks 
sank back beaten. 

When it came to deciding who 
would be president, the delegates 
asked Weaver and he magnanimous- 
ly said, “Let Turner go back.” But 
every other one of Justice Weeks's 
men were beaten and Weaver's four 
candidates were made _ vice-presi- 
dents, again by votes of 27 to 16.

HEAVIER LOADING HELPS 
RELIEVE CAR SHORTAGE. 


Y INSISTING on heavier load- 
ing and more prompt loading 
and unloading of freight cars, 

the Southern Pacific has gucceeded 
in reducing the hardships of car 
shortages. 

Durimg the th of October, 
according to a report issued yester- 
day, of C. J. MeDonald, assistant 
superintendent of transportation, 
the company saved the use of 3978 
cars by the one expedient of asking 
for the heavier loading of cars. In 
other words, to move the same 
quantity of the eighteen varieties of 
merchandise carried during October, 
1916, would have requ 3978 
more cars if laden with the lighter 
loads of October, 1915. 

Barley was carried with a heavier 
load of 3.4 tons per car; beets with 
4 tons more per car; cement with 
nearly 3 tons more peg car: corn 
and oats with 6.6 more per car; 
general merchandise of al sorts 
with 1.1 more tons per car. Among 
the actual car savings were: barley, 


118 cars; beets, 758 cars; cement, 
112 cars: lumber, 158 cars; corn 
and oats, 158 .cars; general mer- 
chandise, 2636 cars; millistuff, 110 
cars; fruit, vegetables and other 
perishables, 375 cars; stone and 
gravel, 313 cars. There Were sav- 
ings of less than 100 cars on many 
other articles, such as beans, canned 
goods, hay, potatoes, sugar, wheat 
and wine. ‘ 

In order to get the maximum use 
of cars the Southern Pacific has 
also passed into service open cars, 
both flat and gondolas, protecting 
the load with tarpaulins, to carry 
freight ordinarily shipped in box 
cars. The tarpaulins are made of 
No. 6 hard cotton duck, are sten- 
ciled “Property of Southern Pacific 
Company,” and are numbered con- 
secutively. The auditor of freight 
accounts has instructed agents at 
forwarding stations to bill each tar- 
paulin with $40 advance charges, 
and the agent at destination gets

Woman Who Ousted Ken- 
tucky’s Illiteracy Here. 


| Will Tell Teachers of Great 


Night-school Campaign. 


Institute and, Convention to 
be Notable Events. 


The woman who replaced Ken- 
moonshine stills with 
moonlight schoolhouses arrived in 
Los Angeles yesterday, to speak at 
the meetings connected with the 
teachers’ institute that opens here 
this morning for a three-day ses- 
sion, and at the twenty-fourth an- 
nual session of the California 
teachers’ convention, southern sec- 
tion, that will begin at the Shrine 
Auditorium Wednesday evening. She 
is Mrs. Cora Wilson Stewart, su- 
perintendent of the schools of 
Rowan county, Kentucky, at a sal- 
ary of $45 a month; and she is the 


leader of a campaign against illit- 
eracy that has given Kentucky the 


rst rank in the Union as to general 


literacy, and has spread until it is 
assuming national scope. 
With the national government ac- 


tive in the same line, Los Angeles 


and communities throughout the 
United States are endeaYoring to do 
what has been done in Kentucky— 
to draw the immigrant and the ig- 
norant native into schools, and make 
the English language, at least, uni- 
versally known. Here the greatest 
effort is centered on night school 
classes for immigrants, and pleasing 
results are already reported. Cali- 
fornia ranks seventeenth in the lit- 
eracy list. 

Mrs. Stewart's great work has 
been with the night schools. She 
started her first one in the Ken- 
tucky mountains in 1911. The illit- 
erates in Rowan county then num- 
bered 1152. After two years of the 
night schools there were but twenty- 
three people in the county who could 
not write their own letters and read 
plain English, and who did not 
know the fundamentals of arithme- 
tic, civics, history and phy, 
and home economics c 


BIG WORK NOW. 


The movement rapidly spread 
from the country districts to the 
cities, and became State-wide. The 
pupils range in age from 18 to 98; 
50,000 of them have been taught 
since thé literacy campaign start- 
ed and 26,000 are receiving instrud- 
tion this winter. Many organiza- 
tions are helping. Club women of 
Kentucky raised $10,000 for it and 
are teaching 10,000 persons. The 
schools are conducted by volunteer 
service, with 6000 teachers. The 
next step contemplated is to organ- 
‘ze a “home department,” to teach 
those unable for any reason to leave 
their dwellings and attend school. 

At the instance of Mrs. Stewart, 
Senator James of Kentucky has just 
presented in Congress a bill, pro- 
viding for a national !lliteracy com- 
mission of seven members, to study 
the problem, advise State admin- 
istrations and generally help eradi- 
cate illiteracy from the country. 

Mrs. Stewart will speak at the 
Manual Arts High School this aft- 
ernoon on “The New Birth of the 
Adult Iiliterate;” tomorrow morning 
at the Pasadena High School; at

HURCH SHOULD BE 
A BIG ADVERTISER. 


HAS GREATEST COMMODITY 
FOR THE PEOPLE. 
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Dr. Selecman Preaches on the 
Need of More Widespread Pub- 
licity. in Religious Work as a 
Means of Advancing 


“The Church and the Press” was 
the subject of Dr. Charles C. Selec- 
man last night in Trinity Auditor- 
ium. In discussing the subject of 
church advertising he urged that the 
church should use widespread pub- 
Vcity in the advancement of its 
work. He said, in part: 

“The churches are the poorest ad- 
vertisers in tho world, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that they have the 
greatest commodity in the world to 
advertise. Of what value we may 
ask is a large, well-chosen stock of 
goods if the public does not know it. 
Jesus commanded His disciples to 
go preach—in other words, go ad- 
vertise my Gospel; get the atten- 
tion of the people; give them the 
truth and through them get the at- 
tention of others. 

“Jesus was a sensationalist, not a 
sensationalist of the cheap sort, but 


His very mission and message were 


sensational. 

“First, as to His teachings. He 
said such revolutionary things that 
people were astonished at His doc- 
trine. He attacked the hypocrisy of 
His day with such bitterness as to 
bring down upon His head the wrath 
ef the Jewish leaders. He even 

Jewish tradition itself and 
was constantly saying the most sur- 
prising and revolutionary things, so 
that when it was noised abroad that 
He was in the house, such a multi- 
tude gathered to hear Him that 
there was no room for them. 

“Those religious teachers are not 
His followers who are drowsily fol- 
lowing in a path worn smooth by 
centuries of travel. Raymond Rob- 
ins, in addressing the Federal Coun- 
ci] of Churches, which met last week 
in St. Louis, declared that the chal- 
lenge of this century is for ‘a juicy 
Gospel,’ that is powerful enough to 
give the tenement dweller a fair 
chance and to go into the political 
game and get crooked offictals. 

“Jesus was a sensationmlist as to 
His acts. He surprised His fol- 
lowers by going to a wedding-feast 
and turning the water into wine. 
When He went to the temple, He 
turned things upside down. When 
He visited Jericho He had dimner 
with the most unpopular man in the 
Paul was a sensationalist, he 
the superstitions of 
Athens; he set Ephesus in an up- 
roar ahd even at Rome was the cause 
of great public interest. 

“The early disciples were such 
revolutionists in their workings that 
they are spoken of as the men who 
turned the world upside down. Why 
does the church not count for more 
today? Why does a little dimpled 
moving-picture actress or a ileft- 
handed baseball pitcher’ get more 
publicity than all the preachers in 
Los Angeles? Because we are not 
thinking and saying and doing po- 
tent, pregnant, revolutionary things. 
Why do so many people go to sleep 
in church? Why do so many stay at 
home or play golf instead of going 
to church? One of three things is 
the cause. 

First: There may be a lack of 
spiritual taste. Some men will 
never respond to any method of 
approach by the church. 

“Second: There may be nothing 
worth while being sald or done by 
ministers or religious leaders. Their 
theology is not ‘juicy enough.’ If 
may lack back-bone and red blood, 
not exposine hypocrisy in religion, 
fraud and injustice in politics, vride, 
selfishness and immorality in soci- 
ety. They may not be preaching 
a pregnant truth in modern accent 
to a world where theoivgy is al! 
murky with modern substitutes for 
the redeeming grace of Jesus Christ. 
“Third: if things worth while 
are being said and done, does the 
public know of it? Herein lies the 
need of wholesome publicity. The 
church to extend its work must de- 
pend upon and co-operate with the 
newspaper.”

The Title company has agreed to 
sell the property for 497 shares of 
stock, at $90 a share, and 
bonds of a face value of $1000. The 
Railroad Commission appraised the 
property in a preceding case at $49,- 
709, not including water or water 
rights, or certain real estate, which 
the application says is worth $36,- 
000. The Title company's engineers 
value the property at $92,629, and 
claim that $4000 additional have 
been put on it in improvements.

ALO VERDE VAL 
NEEDS GOOD ROADS. 


DELEGATION OF PROMINENT 
PEOPLE AT CONFERENCE. 


[BY WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

BLYTHE, Dec. 17.—A good roads 
movement that is certain to bring 
results was launched at Blythe during 
the two days meeting of the River- 
side County Chamber of Commerce 
which just came to a close here. 
Other subjects of importance came 
up for consideration by the Chamber 
but good roads was the principa) 
topic. Added prominence was given 
the subject due to the bad state 
of the roads of Palo Verde Valley. 
They were about the only thing the 
visitors attending the meeting could 
find to criticise in the district. The 
fifty or more persons accompanying 
the second annual excursion of the 
county commercial body to Blythe 
found a valley much better improved 
and much more prosperous than 
that which recived the representa- 
tives of the various business or- 
ganizations comprising the chamber 
a year before. 

This year the vistors came all 
the way to Blythe over a railroad 
instead of being compelled to take 
a long dusty stage trip. From 
Blythe junction they found a region 
that has permanently emerged from 
the pioneer stage and freely expressed 
their amazement at the transfor- 
mation. With the excursion were 
representatives not only of the 
county body itself but of the River- 
side Chamber of Commerce, the 
Riverside Business Men's Association 
and the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, together with Riverside 
county officials and prominent brok- 
ers, railway men and land develop- 
ers of Riverside and Los Angeles and 
Southern California communities. 

The visitors were met at the depot 
of the recently completed California 
Southern Railway yesterday morning

by members of the Blythe Chamber 
of Commerce in automobiles. After 
breakfast the party was driven to 
the granite intake on the Colorado 
River through which the Palo Verde 
Valley gets its water for irrigation. 
Luncheon was served at the new 
townsite of Fertila, following which 
the visitors were taken to the top 
of the Palo Verde mesa for a 
panoramalic view of the valley. 

The regular business session of 
the County Chamber of Commerce 
was called at 2:30 o' clock in the aft- 
ernoon, being largely attended by 
the people of the valley. Following 
the annual report of Secretary W. W. 
Vantelt, a general discussion of the 
problems of the valley was begun. 
Various speakers urged the valley 
land owners to lose no time in carry- 
ing out much needed local highway 
work, assuring them of co-operation 
in securing county and State aid in 
getting a highway to outside points. 

The main event of the entertain- 
ment programme was a turkey din- 
ner, given by the Blythe Chamber 
of Commerce. More than 150 guests 
partook of the feast and enjoyed the 
addresses that followed. Among the 
speakers were T. C. Bameson, presi- 
dent of the Riverside County Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Dr. V. Z. Wenburg, 
Riverside; Carl E. McStay of the Au- 
tomobile Club of Southern California, 
R. M. Roberts, industrial agent Santa 
Fe Railway; W. T. Clancey of the 
Riverside County Highway Commis- 
sion, Prof. Bruce Drummond of the 
Government State Experiment Sta- 
tion in Indio, and C. B. Irish of Los 
Angeles. The last-named speaker. 
with William Calloway. laid out the 
original 40,000-acre Blythe rancho 
in the Palo Verde Valley for Thomas 
Blythe in 1879, and participated in 
the stirring events that followed the 
tragic death of Mr. Calloway at the 
hands of an Indian, a year or two 
later, when troops were called in to 
suppress an incipient uprising of the 
natives. Mr. Irish gave an interest- 
ing account of early valley days.

An interesting event of the 
day was a visit to the ruing of the 
historic old town of Ehrenberg on 
the Arizona side of the Colorado

EGARDING MORE CITY BONDS. 
The present municipal programme 
provides for the calling of a special election 
for the third week in January to submit to 
the qualified voters of Los Angeles a pro- 
posal to authorize the issuance of $12,000,- 
000 in municipal bonds for the purpose of 
purchasing the portions of the Pacific Light 
and Power Corporation distributing system 
and the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany's distributing system that lie within 
the municipal boundaries, and in carrying on. 

work on the municipal power project. 
Under the negotiations between the city’s 
representatives and the representatives of. 
the two power concerns mentioned above, 


the price that the city proposes to offer for 


the portions of the distributing systems ly- 
ing within the city is placed at a total of 
$9,415,000. Of this, the sum of $8,270,000 
is given as the basis for the actual proper 
ties proposed to be purchased, and $1,145,- 
000 as reimbursement for severance dam- 
ages. Just how the $2,585,000 that would 
remain out of the proposed $12,000,000 bond 
issue would be used appears not to have 
been definitely stated as yet. It is to be 
presumed, however, that this great sum 
would be poured int~ the aqueduct power 
construction project, as have the other mil- 
lions before it. 

The sum of $10,000,000 has already been 
voted by the people of Los Angeles to 
carry through the aqueduct power project. 
The original bond issue for this purpose 
was $3,000,000. Then followed a second 
bond issue that brought the total up to 
$10,000,000, most of which has now been 
expended. It has been officially announced 
that the project's total cost, in all its ram 
fications, will yet require the expenditure 
of approximately $22,000,000, making the 
power project cost more than the aqueduct 
itself. 

For months past the municipal power 
bureau has been carrying on the work of 


| installing duplicate power distributing sys- 


tems in territories where good service at 
fair rates has been given by existing con- 
cerns that have built up their business and 
clientele through the most careful and sat- 
isfactory service. Two of the power con- 
cerns have seen fit, evidently as a means 


to prevent great economic loss, to come to 


a selling agreement with the city. One of 


the power concerns—the Los Angeles Gas | 


and Electric Corporation—has seen fit to 
withdraw from all negotiations, this step 
having been taken some days prior to the 
city’s formal offer to the two other concerns. 
That corporation’s distributing systems 
cover a large part of Los Angeles. It has 
millions of dollars of investors’ money tied 
up in its plants. It is not reasonable to 
suppose that it will meekly lie down and 
see the municipality invade its territory. 
The result is obvious—a_war of competition 
between the corporation and the municipal- 
ity that will again be a source of economic 
loss. 

That enormous electrical power can be 
developed along the course of the Los An- 
geles aqueduct Is an unchallenged fact. 
In the trend of modern development, it is 
to be expected that this power will be de- 
veloped as rapidly as the city is in a finan- 
cial position to do so, without placing 
loads upon the shoulders of its citizenry that 
will be burdensome. But the question of 
indorsement by the voters of Los Angeles 
of a $12,000,000 bond issue at this time, to 
make the proposed purchase of the dis- 
tributing systems of two of the existing 
power concerts, is one that undoubtedly 
will cause thousands of tax-burdened prop- 
erty owners to pause and take earnest 
thought. 8 

Los Angeles is not in a position where 
good electrical service for domestle and 
industrial uses is dependent upon the op- 
eration of a municipal distributing system. 
The three existing concerns are in a posi- 
tion to purchase current from the mu- 
nicipal power plants and in conjunction with 
their own electrical current production dis- 
tribute the whole cheaply and efficiently, 
and immediately create for the city a large 
revenue without the necessity for the citi- 
zens voting more bonds to add to their al- 
ready grievous burdens of taxation. 

As has been shown 80 repeatedly in va- 
rious cities of the United States that it is 
a common acknowledgement, municipally 
managed utilities are prone to fall into the 
hands of political wire-pullers, and to be 
used for the purpose of building up political 
machines, while giving service that is in- 
ferior to that of private corporations. Los 
Angeles has electrical energy that it can 
sell, and thus realize direct income. Los 
Angeles cannot distribute that power to con- 
sumers without the outlay of millions of 
dollars for the purchase or acquirement of 
distributing systems. The property owners 
of this city must face the undentfable fact 
that further indorsement of bond issues sim- 
ply means the piling up of their individual 
financial burdens and the laying on of a 
heavier hand by thé tax collector. Los An- 
geles ie not suffering for a ‘municipally- 
owned and municipally-operated distributing 
system; and even though the setting aside 
of present plans of acquirement of such a 
system may fling awry the plans of certain 
people for soft pickings in the way of off 
cial positions and otherwise, the city will 
not suffer if the voters of Los Angeles re 
fuse to give their indorsement to the pro- 
posed $12,000,000 bond issue. It is time to 
do some clear thinking on this subject. 


NE MILAJON WOMEN WHO WORK. 

A press dispatch gives an account of 
an interview at Winnipeg with Lady 
Greenwood, wife of Sir Hamar Greenwood, 
a member of the British House of Com- 
mons, The couple are traveling in Can: 
ada. Lady Greenwood, who is a keen pol 
ticlan, said, The women of England are 
divided into two classes—voluntary work- 
ers and paid workers—voluntary workers 
are found everywhere. in munitions fac- 
tories, canteens and hospitals. Then there 
is the vast army of women who have un- 
dertaken work for pay. The major part 
of these are to be found in the munitions 
factories, in which they have been success 
ful beyond all expectations. Before the 
war there were no women in these fac- 
tories. Now there are approximately one 
million. The only men of military age 
who are found tn munitions factories are 
those of such unique skill in some partic- 
ular and difficult work that they cannot be 
spared, or else are physically unfit for 
service in the field. Outside of these very 
few exceptions, no man between the ages 
of 18 and 46 is found in the British muni- 
tions factories,

Lady Greenwood'’s statement is con- 
firmed by the British press and by Ameri- 
can correspondents. Not only in the mu- 
nitions factories, but in all branches of 
indoor and outdoor work, women have 
taken the places of men. Women are 
Grain conductors and bus conductors; 
thousands are employed as postmen and 
tens of thousands the entire postal 
service, They even/drive huge delivery 
vans, 


At first, especially in the south of Eng- 
land, the farmers were prejudiced against 
women going upon farms, but that preju- 
dice seems to have been overcome. The 
situation may be summed up in the state 
ment that no able-bodied man in England 
of military age is doing work a woman can 
do. , 


The movement for woman suffrage in 
England appears to have died out alto 
gether, or is postponed until the termina- 
tion of the war. Mrs, Pankhurst and her 
associates are devoting themselves to such 
work as tracing prisoners of war and send- 
ing supplies of food and clothing to them; 
filing hospital requirements; 
families when the main support is in 
khaki, and there seems to be no hope 
of reward behind the work of these wom 
en, whose every thought fs concentrated on 
the war and who would, if it were possible, 
be fighting in the trenches alongside their 
husbands, sons, fathers and brothers. 


PARIS PACT OF THE ALLIES 
IMPRACTICABLE. 

The economic agreement of the Allies 
to make industrial war upon the Western 
Powers after the military war shall cease, 
and to include neutral powers—especially 
the United States—in their antagonisms, 
and the retaliatory measures enacted by 
Congress are likely to go into the grave 
assigned to dead letter laws. 

The retaliatory measures are aimed prin- 
cipally at England, against whom they 
would be ineffective. It would amount to 
nething to forbid the importation of some 
luxury produced in England, because the 
amount of luxuries imported by us from 
England is trifling. It would be ineffective 
for the United States to forbid the impor- 
tation of anything which could be gotten 
only from England, because that thing will 
get into this country through Spain, or 
Portugal, or Argentina, or Brazil, or Den- 
mark, or Sweden at a higher cost to the 
buyer. 

Official study by government specialists 
at Washington of the Allies’ Paris agree 
ment and the retaliatory measures has re- 
sulted in the conclusion that: “To prohibit 
the importation of raw materials, or part- 
ly manufactured goods used for further 
manufacture in the United States—and it is 
under these heads that the great bulk of 
importations from Great Britain comes— 
would be to deal a blow at our own indus- 
trial development, and 80, of course, 
worse than ineffective as a retaliatory 
weapon. To deny our ports to British 
shipping is a measure too powerful for 
use for, even if the United States could 
get along without the use of British ocean 
carriers, an act of such violent hostility 
could not be seriously contemplated by a 
nation unwilling to take itself to the verge 
of severed relations.” 

Even with respect to Germany the 
economic pact of the Allies not to trade 
No other 
nation can take Germany's place in eco- 
nomic relation to Russia, No other nation 
can afford to duplicate Germany's selling 
organization in Russia—which extends in- 
to the little towns and villages; no other 
nation has for years made goods, many 
of them in demand nowhere elsé, to supply 
the market where the peasant, earning 


say $50 a year, is the purchaser; Russia 
cannot well do without Germany's transnor- 
tation facilities, both port and railroad; Rus- 
sia cannot stop buying of Germany with- 
out stopping selling to Germany: Russia 
wil certainly be unwilling permanently to | 


helping 


give up German markets, and to sever per- 
manently the economic relations of Russia 
and Germany is not feasible. 

On careful analysis, sald our govern- 
ment experts: “It is seen that only coun- 
tries in the same stage of economic de- 
velopment could make an economic pact 
to excludé others. On the face of it, it 
would seem that Russia and England, an 
industrial and a non-industrial nation, 
might make a fine pair for such a pact, 
Russia selling food and raw material to 
England and England selling manufactured 
goods to Russia: but carrying that out 
means that Russia must abandon all am- 
bition for industria] development—which, 
it is safe to say, Russia is unwilling to do.” 

It is true that until the two successful 
voyages of the Deutschland opened an un- 
dersea road for equipping Germany with 
needed raw materials they were to an 
extent kept out of Germany by the Allies; 
but, after the war, the most that can be 
done will be to force Germany to buy con- 
trolled raw materials through a middieman 
country. That would work to the disad- 
vantage of the countries in the pact in two 
ways. It would tend to restrict the mar- 
ket for that particular raw material pro- 
duced by parties to the pact and so make 
the price cheaper outside of Germany, and 
it would tend to send the price of that ma- 
terial unreasonably high in Germany, s0 
that a new source of supply of, or a sub- 
stitute for that material would be likely 
to be found to supply the German demand. 
Great Britain can, to a great extent, sub- 
stitute British for German middlemen in 
the raw materials which were handled in 
large volume through Germany; but Great 


Britain cannot possibly use all the raw 


materials produced within the empire, so 
must sell a great volume of them: and 
producers of them in domains of the em- 
pire will demand a wide market for the 
elevating tendency on the prices obtained. 

The facts stated by our government ex- 
pert in his official report on the Paris 
declaration of industrial war are unde 
niable. The conclusion he reaches from 
those facts is logically exact, and that 
conclusion is that the Allies’ economie pact 
will not and cannot be so applied as to 


offend the United States nor so as to long 


disrupt the course of international trade. 
The pact will probably not be formally 
repealed; it will be ignored, it will not 
be vitalized by legislation of the parties 
to it; it will simply be treated as non-ex- 
istent.

, fact that the Carranza government 


has seized the assets of British and 
French banking institutions in 
Mexico City. The British charge 
d’affaires at Mexico City, now in 
Washington, said that Great Britain 
could not permit Carranza to im- 
peril British interests. The im- 
plication was that unless the 
United States takes some action in 
behalf of the British and French 
banks, these governments will take 
matters into their own hands. Ap- 
parently Lendon and Paris feel 
that the Monroe doctrine should 
not only give the United States 
a free field on this continent, but 
that it should place upon us the 
obligation of protecting foreign 
interests. It was with this under- 
standing that Europe kept hands 
off in Mexico throughout the four 
years of revolution in that country. 
How much longer European nations 
can be induced to hold aloof is a 
matter of speculation. All that 
the State Department has done is to 
send these new complaints to the 
American commissioners meeting 
with the Mexican representatives in 
Atlantic City. The American com- 
missioners have served notice that 
claims of European nations against 
Mexico must be considered in any 
adjustment that is to be ched.

RAY (Ariz.) Dec. 16.—J. K. Tur- 
ner, a noted mining engineer, has 


just examined the properties of the 
Arizona Ray Copper Company.

“Mr. Turner’s preliminary report, 
as telegraphed to the head of the 
syndicate today, follows: 

“The property belonging to the 
Arizona Ray Copper Company, com- 
prising 170 acres, is situated ex- 
ceedingly well in relation to the 
proven ore zone of the district. 

“Churn drill holes on the Ray 
Consolidated and the Ray Hercules 
properties have proven the existence 
of ore in close proximity to the 
west and southwest boundaries of 
the Arizona Ray. 

“Two drills are now operating on 
the Arizona Ray. Drill No. 1 pene- 
‘trated the copper-bearing forma- 
tion at the 400-foot point. At the 
420-foot depth a sample asayed 1.18 
per cent. copper and 21 cents gold.

It is drawn between the rows of cot- 
ton by horses and the vacuum suc- 
tion system is used to pull the cot- 
ton from the boils and empty it into 
a box, where the fiber is separated 
from leaves and dust and then 
dropped into a sack. :
